SAN DIEGO, I/P )—A spectacular 
skyline fire, sweeping through a 
downtown business block with 
damage officially estimated at 
$2,000,000, was brought under con¬ 
trol today. 

Thousands of persons watched 
200 firemen and volunteers win a 
slow battle against the flames, 
which broke out shortly after mid¬ 
night in the Whitney department 
store and leaped to the full height 
of the 11-story Watts office build¬ 
ing in the same block. 

Street car and utility service 
was cut off in the area as fire¬ 
men mopped up the blaze. 

Dozen Hen Hurt 

More than a dozen men were 
hurt, three seriously, while fight¬ 
ing the fire. The seriously in¬ 
jured: Victor Szczepanski, 21, 

sailor, fractured skull and internal 
injuries; Fireman Eddie Baum, se¬ 
vere head injuries; and Lieut. L. S. 
Stanforth, fire department, who 
suffered a possible broken hip and 
head injuries when he fell one 
floor through burning timbers. 

The three-story Whitney store 
■was completely gutted by the 
flames, only the blackened walla 
remained standing. The National 
Dollar Store likewise was a total 
loss. 

Loss Estimated 

Guilford Whitney, president and 
owner of Whitney’s estimated his 
concern’s loss at $1,500,000, in¬ 
cluding $750,000 stock. He said 
this was covered by insurance. 

Fire, smoke or water damaged 
goods in the Foreman and Clark, 
Woolworth and Lion clothing 
stores, while every floor of the 
11-story Watts building on one 
side had windows cracked. 

The towering conflagration cast 
a. fiery glow over San Diego 
throughout the early morning 
hours, capped by clouds of smoke. 

Water Pressure Drops 

A $300,000 steel and concrete 
annex being built for the Whit¬ 
ney store sustained slight damage 
from the leaping flames. 

For hours, as the fire defied 
control, the water pressure drop¬ 
ped, alarming the fire fighters. 
The city was forced to tap an ad¬ 
ditional reservoir. 

The fire apparently first broke 
out in a second-floor stock room 
in Whitney. Its cause was not 
determined.

.Veciiscd E.sqiiiville 
' Esquivllle disappeared, and Lo- 
I pez dragged himself, dying, the 
few yards to his mother's home. 
Later he made a death-bed state¬ 
ment to Z. B. West, who was then 
district attorney and to Officer 
' Merle Dean, in which he accused 
Esquivllle of shooting him. 

For a few days the trail ot 
E.squiville was fresh, and then it 
faded out. He had gotten into 
Mexico before Lopez died at the 
county hospital. 

Four years later Esquiville’s 
brother-in-law. Joe Perez, was im¬ 
plicated in a shooting just outside 
the Santa Ana city limits, in which 
he killed a fellow-bootlegger. Mel- 
chor Duarte. Perez also fled to¬ 
ward Mexico. 

Perez Located 

The sheriff's office, investigat¬ 
ing, found evidence that proved 
Esquiville had been associated 
with Perez in his liquor business, 
and the trail grew hot again. Pe¬ 
rez was located in Tia Juana. 

Merle Dean, then a deputy -sher- 
ifl, left for Tia Juana, where word 
had been received that Esquiville 
had been seen in the company of 
Perez. 

Perez was located and brought 
hack to stand trial for the killing 
of Duarte. He pleaded guilty and 
went to San Quentin. R.squiville 
could not be found.

It is apparent that citizens must i 
align them.selves on a united front ! 
for the return of some form of j 
local control of this very real 
liquor problem. Control must be 
brought nearer home. Proposi¬ 
tion No. 9 to appear on the ballot 
next month provides for local con¬ 
trol. It gives the people in each 
political subdivision the right to 
determine the wet and dry ques¬ 
tion for themselves. It .seems 
that nothing could be fairer for 
both sides. We are governed by 
the will of the majority in other 
things and there is no reason why 
an exception should be made of 
this question, than which no other 
so nearly concerns the individual 
home. 

It .should be possible for any 
city, or county, or other political 
subdivision to be as dry, or as wet, 
as the majority of its citizens 
wish, and that wish .should be ex¬ 
pressed at the ballot box. 

A vote for Proposition No. 9 is 
not a vote for prohibition but a 
vote to permit the citizens of each 
city and county to control the 
liquor situation. It is home rule, 
and if ever home rule was desir¬ 
able it is in handling the liquor 
problem. .State control has proved 
itself a farce.

Record-breakinff motor vehicle 
repistralion has required issuance 
of 180,000 more California licenses 
during the first eight months of 
1936 than during the like period 
of last year. The state registrar 
has had to order 40,000 more li¬ 
cense plate sets to go through the 
last three months, said an an¬ 
nouncement just received by the 
local district office of the Auto¬ 
mobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

I.ssuance of the car numbers, 
which follow a letter system, has 
gone through the alphabet from 
A to Z, excepting for "I” and 
"O.” which would be mistaken 
for figures. 

The plates just ordered will have 
two numerals before the letters, 
viz: lOAl to 10A999, and 11A-. 
12A1, and scries of 1000 on up 
to 19A999; then lOBl to 19B999: 
lOCl to 19C999: and lODl to 
19D999; totaling 40,000. Thus li¬ 
cense numbering will continue to 
be kept within six figures. 

Adding estimated registration 
for the last four months, the pres¬ 
ent eight-months total of 2,398,- 
820 vehicles of all types in the 
state, including trucks, trailers, 
motorcyles and tax-exempt ve¬ 
hicles, will be increased to ap¬ 
proximately 2,422,820 by the new 
year, it is estimated.

Benjamin Harrison Abolished Lotteries 


A ’Non-PolificaT Comparison 






ISy ROBERT (lARDNER 


The administration of Benjamin 
Harrison saw the first Pan-Ameri¬ 
can congress, the movement which 
still moans so much to the West- 
cin hemisphere. 

The Louisiana lottery was abol¬ 
ished during his term, and the Ber¬ 
ing sea controversy with England 
was peacefully adjusted. The Sa¬ 
moan tr'ouble with Germany was 
also arbitrated. The Dependent 
Pen.sion law wa.s passed for the 
Civil war veterans. 

Harrison was icnominatetl in 
1892, but he wa.s (iefeated by 
Cleveland, his opponent in the pre¬ 
vious election, llie panic started 
at the close of his term, and the 
silver bill was blamerl for his de¬ 
feat. 

After his term he lectured at 
Stanfonl university and practiced 
law. He was counsel for Vene¬ 


zuela in the boundary dispute with 
England, and he represented the 
United States at The Hague in 
1809. 

He stood for Pan-American 
unity, p<?nsions for service men, 
peaceful adjustments of disputes, 
and for silver coinage. 

Biogra|>hi(‘al Data 

Born Aug. 20. 1833. he was the 
son of John Scott Harrison, a 
far mer- and congr essman, and Eliz¬ 
abeth Irwin. He was a gr-andson 
of William Henry Harrison, former 
I>residcnt. He was educated at Mi¬ 
ami university, and was a lawyer 
and a I’resbytorian, He and his 
first wife. Car-olinc I^avinia Scott, 
had one son and a daughter. By 
his second wife. Mary Scott Dim- 
mick. he had one daughter'. In the 
1888 election, he got 223 electoral 
votes. He died March 13. 1901.

Mr. A. E., of West Virginia, a.sks 
what to do for a finger, which, 
from no apparent cause, has be¬ 
come .sore and inflamed around the 
nail and h:us stayed that way for a 
year. 

You are suffering f:-om ’’parony¬ 
chia” or inflammation of the mat¬ 
rix of the nail and surrounding 
skin. If pus is present, it should be 
opened and diaincd. It it has ex¬ 
tended under the foot of the nail, 
the buried edge should be cut away 
:ind packed with an antiseptic. 
.Soaking the finger in warm iodine 
water, or a one-to-five-thou.sand 
.solution of bichloride of mercury 
for a half hour each day, followed 
hy bandaging with a pad saturated 
with earbolized va.seline will fi¬ 
nally cure your trouble. A 20 per 
cent .solution of nitrate of silver 
painted over the reddened skin 
every two or three days .sometimes 
stoixs the distress. 

Mr. F. A., of New Jersey, gives 
an interesting and intelligent de¬ 
scription of a cough from which 
his mother i.s suffering. For 20 
years .she has had a morning 
cough. No serious attention was 
given her condition until about six 
months ago when, following a se¬ 
vere cold, the cough her:ime much 
wor.se. 

After consulting several jihysi- 
cian.s, one took the ea.se in hand 
and with much effort and many 
examinations, diagnosed it as 
"Bronchiectasis.” 'This is a dilata¬ 
tion of one or more of the bron¬ 
chial tubes, fihe was taken to an¬ 
other specialist who drained the 
cavity by means of a bronchoscope 
with good results. Injections into 
,the muscles of some vaccine or 
drugs helped for some time, but 
now the trouble i.s returning. 

Miss R. F., of California, writes 
that .she is apparently in perfect 
health. She complains of only one 
tiling. She suffcTs from .some dull 
headaches and fulness over the 
no.se and eyes. Then .a na.sal dis¬ 
charge falling hack into the throat 
leaves a bad taste and odor. It pre¬ 
vents her from taking .in office po¬ 
sition for which .she i.s fitted. 

She cither has an infoeted sinus 
in the back of the no.se, or an 
“Ozena” which is an ulcer deep 
seated in the nasal tissues. As she 
is in good health, the treatment 
can be local. Wash out the nose 
several times a day with a 50 per 
cent solution of peroxide of hydro¬ 
gen followed by a douche of per- 
bo<'ate of soda (flavored), a tca- 
.spoon to a glass of water using a 
na.sal syringe, not a spray. She 
.should throw the head back and 
hold the solution as long as pos¬ 
sible. Use a full glassful at a time 
and repeat the treatment sevei-al 
times a day for weeks. Avoid force 
in drawing the solution through 
the nasal pa.ssages as the tissues 
ai'e very delicate.

He located in Southern Califor¬ 
nia in 1911, and his permanent 
address has been in Yucaipa 
since 1921, where he is a member 
of the Methodist church and the 
Elks lodge. 

Sheppard has been an active 
worker for many years, heading 
the Yucaipa chamber of commerce 
from 1927 to 1932, and being a 
long-time member of the advisory 
board of the San Bernardino coun¬ 
ty chamber of commerce. 

The candidate also managed the 
Yucaipa valley apple show for 
four consecutive years, and has 
been an intermediary for the San 
Bernardino relief organizations for 
one and a half years.

Effective Political Strategy 

C ALIFORNIA will have to wait until Nov. 3 to learn 
for sure if Governor Landon last night in Los Angeles 
Coliseum captured its 22 electoral votes. But there is 
no doubt that the G.O.P. nominee won to his side thou¬ 
sands of Townsend votes by his clever and powerful 
address. 

Sunflower Alf, of course, did not come out for the 
Townsend plan, but he let his hearers conclude in no 
uncertain way that he sharply disapproved of the meth¬ 
ods used by the administration in its investigation of 
Dr. Townsend’s financial support. And following the good 
doctor’s personal endorsement of the Kansan, the speech 
becomes a masterpiece in political strategy. 

At the same time. Candidate Landon displayed fur¬ 
ther astuteness by raw-hiding the Black committee which 
investigated William Randolph Hearst in connection with 
lobbying. In this way, he appealed to the tremendous 
following of the four Pacific coast Hearst newspapers, 
and also paid his respects to the influential journalist 
who first launched the Landon boom on a nation-wide 
scale. 

For independent voters and regular Democrats who 
have divorced themselves from the New Deal, Mr. Lan- 
don’s most telling point probably dealt with the failure 
of the Democratic congress to investigate the many ex¬ 
travagances and instances of bad judgment exhibited 
in administration of the WPA. 

Another wallop in this classification treated the enor¬ 
mous New Deal expenditures and the persistance of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt in retaining emergency depression powers 
after the emergency admittedly has vanished. 

It would be rash to prophesy that Governor Landon’s 
speech last night captured California’s 22 electoral votes.

If a reduction of 1 per cent can be secured, the tax¬ 
payers will profit by $48,711. If the rate can be cut to 
2.3 per cent—the same rate already granted to another 
school bond issue this year—the profit will be $130,876.

A “Yes” vote means that the total debt remains the 
same, but that savings up to $130,876 will be achieved in 
interest over a 20-year period. 

Whereas a “No” vote means that the total debt still 
remains the same—at the higher interest rate.
